Local hospital head answers 
questions by Kiwanians 


reveals tumor 


“Tell them not to put off seeing a doctor, 
thanks to City of Hope — and to Joe Delgatto 
for getting them here to examine us folks in Sierra 
Madre — my tumor was found. My surgery was 
Saturday and I’m home, feeling fine,” Irene 
Tornheim, senior citizen counselor in Sierra Madre 
said this week. 

Tornheim is one of the 42 people who went 
through the City of Hope cancer screening a week 
ago in Sierra Madre. Out of those 42, Tornheim 
reports that four women and nine men were re¬ 
ferred to their family doctors for further testing. 

In Tornheim’s case, a tumor — which turned 
out to be benign — was found on her left ovary. 
The walnut-sized growth was removed in surgery 
at Arcadia Methodist Hospital and she is feeling 
well once more. She notes that she had no pain 
and no indication that she had any problem. 

“I am extremely grateful to Joe (Delgatto) 
who works so hard to see that the senior citizens of 
Sierra Madre get all the things other seniors in the 
area get. And I’m grateful to him for getting City 
of Hope to come here,” she says. 

“Sometimes I think I’m a little psychic. When 
she (Rosemary Garcia, RN, MN, FMP, who ex¬ 
amined the women) told me (about the growth), 

I did not get scared. On the whole my attitude 
is very good,” Tornheim said the day before sur¬ 
gery. Indeed she was psychic since her tumor was 
benign. 

Tornheim has been senior citizen counsel since 
Feb. 14, 1980. She was born in Chicago and came to 
California — Santa Barbara — in 1956. She and 
her husband moved to Sierra Madre in 1962 and, 
she says, she has been at her present Sierra Madre 
address since 1963. 

The Sierra Madrean says she had a partial hys¬ 
terectomy in 1966. 

She has spent 38 years in the medical field.

Streetcar survival? Or ‘revival*? 


as the streetcars were. 

Starting in the early 19(X)s and for almost 
50 years. Southern California with its Pacific 
Electric cars could boast the largest and finest 
suburban electric transportation system in 
the world — a system fathered by Henry 
Edwards Huntington. His name lives on today 
mostly in the Huntington Library, Art Gallery 
and Gardens. 

All along the route of its 1000-mile 
empire of steel rails, reaching from the 
mountain to the seas, cities and towns owe 
their growth or even their very existence to 
the P.E. And its heavy use, for example, 
during WWII made it invaluable. 

The line reached Sierra Madre in 1906. 

In one year our population doubled. Suddenly 
we were no longer just a quiet ranching and 
farming community, but a full-fledged city 
with incorporation in 1907. 

But by 1951 Sierra Madre streetcars were 
gone and almost every vestige too, such as 
tracks and the popular P.E. station that stood 
at Kersting Court and Baldwin Avenue. A 
nostalgic picture and one of the most popular 
among streetcar buffs is a 1909 one showing 
people boarding a Sierra Madre car in front 
of that P.E. depot in Kersting Court.

Unlike the dinosaurs, streetcars or 
trolleys have refused to become extinct. 
Suddenly reappearing in cities across 
the country. A streetcar renaissance is taking 
place. 

Detroit, Seattle, Yakima and closer to 
home — San Francisco and San Diego — have 
brought them back. They are attracting far 
more riders than was ever expected and several 
more cities have such projects in the planning 
and development stage. 

Of course. New Orleans never gave up 
its St. Charles streetcar line and it has been 
both a great tourist attraction and an important 
transit facility. But in North America, Toronto, 
Canada is the only city that has retained its 
original trolley system, almost intact. It has 
been a great enhancement for Toronto’s urban 
life. 

The rest of us are wallowing in regret for 
doing away with trolleys. We in Southern 
California were the greatest losers. We dab 
our eyes and breathe precariously during smog 
attacks and crawl at a snail’s pace on crowded 
freeways. It has become a glaring fact that 
no means of moving people has proved as 
rapid, as clean or as low cost and efficient

Dream along with me. Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful to bring a streetcar system back 
to this area?

dependence on government funds. A fare of 
50' each would be charged with children and 
senior citizens paying 25'. 

The system would enable shoppers, office 
workers, tourists to park in one area and 
have convenient access to a much larger 
area and many activities. Later it could be 
extended to include the Lake Avenue business 
district for a tie-in. 

Naturally great problems face such a 
project. But the study carefully addresses 
these and the solving. Also, John Wilson, 
a dynamic man and an important force 
behind the rebirth of Old Pasadena, will 
surely be a great factor in insuring that the 
idea will become a reality in the not too 
distant future. 

When the luncheon was over I drove 
home with the words of a song in my 
mind that is sung by popular entertainer 
Peter Allen.
